Engineers Report Next 


Monday; Ban Stays On 


First Well Probably Hooked 
Up Now After Several Delays 


The town’s second test well — in a gravel pit in Bal- 


lardvale — is producing ‘‘substantially’’ more water than 


the first one. 


BPW Chairman Allan Flye hasn’t yet seen pumping 


figures, but he said the well apparently is much more pro- 


ductive than the one now being tied into the town’s water 


system. That one should produce 300,000 gallons a day, 


the engineers estimate. 


Monday Night’s Report Vital 


The second well, however, is not tied into the water 
system, although it may be in a few weeks, 


Flye said consulting engineers are studying the pro- 
blem and will probably report by next Monday night. In- 


volved in the decision is the ability of the present water 
main on Andover st. to accept the new flow of water at a 
pressure sufficient to force it into the main against the 
flow of water already running there. 

The second well is some 1200 feet from the main and
